Vladimir Zworykin is the birthday boy 
for July, born on the 30th in 1888 or 
possibly 1889. Graduating from the St. 
Petersburg Institute of Technology in 
1912, he worked for the Russian Mar- 
coni company, but left Russia as soon 
as he could manage after the Bolshevik 
revolution, ending up in the U.S. in 
1918. He went to work for Westing- 
house in Pittsburgh, and within a few 
years was working on television pro- 
jects, filing patent applications in 1923 
and 1925 which were eventually 
awarded, his first of many.

Now a part-time student at the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, Zworykin received his 
Ph.D. in 1926. Despite demonstrating 
crude but working television apparatus 
to Westinghouse management, he was 
told to quit messing with this electronic 
picture stuff and get back to doing 
something useful. Instead, he contin- 
ued his television work, unveiling the 
kinescope CRT in a 1929 paper to the 
Institute of Radio Engineers. 


Through the IRE, he met RCA kingpin 
David Sarnoff later that year, and was 
hired by his fellow émigré to head tele- 
vision development at the Camden, NJ 
labs. Zworykin had previously concen- 
trated on the receiving side of things, 
but now his attention turned to captur- 
ing images by means other than the 
crude electromechanical hybrids then 
popular. This led to the development in 
1934 of the iconoscope camera tube, 
at virtually the same time as Philo 
Farnsworth’s image dissector tube.

The kinescope magnetic-deflection 
cathode ray picture tube and the icono- 
scope camera tube formed the basis of 
the successful fully-electronic § televi- 
sion system propelled into the market- 
place by RCA. Zworykin’s impact on 
subsequent improvements, particularly 
in camera tubes and electronics, was 
less important than his initial work. He 
died on July 29, 1982, a full 93 years 
to the day after his birth. He appears 
above with a kinescope CRT. 
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
